Useful Life in Community 
Ended With Passing of 
Pioneer Citizen 


George Augustus Hanson, U'p- 
land pioneer, passed away at 10:50 
Saturday night at his home, 559 
North Euclid avenue, and in his 
passing the city lost a good citi- 
zen and hundreds of persons 
throughout the West End lost a 
valued friend. 

Mr. Hanson had been ill for sev- 
eral months and the courageous 
and uncomplaining manner in 
which he faced his illness was in- 
dicative of the strength of char- 
acter he displayed in meeting all 
problems of life. 


A native of Stratford, Ontario, 
Canada, Mr. Hanson had lived in 
California and in this community 
52 years, coming here when this 
still was known as Ontario Col- 
ony and later as North Ontario. 

WAS ACTIVE CITIZEN 

He was one of the moving fac- 
tors in the founding of the city 
of Upland and was a member of 
the first city council. He was ac- 
tive in the Upland chamber of 
commerce from the time of its 
organization and several years 
ago he served as its president. 


Mr. Hanson saw Euclid avenue 
developed from the time of the 
planting of its now famous trees 
and he was active in getting the 
lawn planted in its park way. 
Many other major improvements 
in the city received his staunch 
support. 

Other civic activities included 
his service as a member of the 
Upland board of education. He
